Douglas Wilkinson, a man 
who has given up the comforts 
of the white man to liye and 
work among Eskimos, spoke to 
members of the Women’s Cana 
dian Club, Monday afternoon 
at Club Sirocco. His address, 
entitled “Work and Play Among 
the Eskimos,” was. illustrated 
with films. 

Mr. Wilkinson. believes that 
Eskimos need help in adapting 
themselves to major changes in 
their civilization, brought about 
by the coming of the white man 

“When we invaded the north 
country we. took trinkets

Eskimos cook and hunt, but we 
didn't take them understand 
ing,” said Mr. Wilkinson. 

“White men have shown them 
selves to be greatly disinter 
ested in the development of the 
Eskimo, but this attitude is 
quickly changing. ' Eskimos are 
educational and 
religious guidance With this 
help they will soon adapt 
themselves to the changes we 
have brought with us.”

TV in Homes But No Money | 


Over a cup of tea, she completed the picture for me. It 
seemed she had been allottéd a certain number of streets in a 
fairly new section of homes. “Not in a poor district,” she said 
“put in a district you and I would call fairly well heeled. Prac- 
tically every one of the houses I entered was well furnished and 
had all the modern gadgets. . Most of them had TV installed or 
were in the process of installing a set. No sign of penny-pinching 
anywhere.”

I went back 
as many as five times to certain homes in several cases 
to be turned down. in the end 

She sipped her tea slowly. “You'll hear the same story from 
a good many other canvassers,” she said, “and when you do, it 
will be the ones who were in the so-called better districts. Talk 
to the canvassers who were sent to the poorer districts and nine 
times out of ten you'll hear stories of do without 
planned budgeting in order that donations could be made
